The  annual  meeting  in  town  affairs  was  called  to  order 
on  the  above  date  at  10  o'clock,  A.  M.,  by  the  town  clerk, 
and  the  warrant  read, 

1   ^  Action  on  the  several  articles  was  taken  as  follows; 

Article  1.    To  choose  a  moderator  to  govern  said  meet- 

ing. 

Voted  and  chose  Timothy  K.  Flarity  as  moderator. 

The  moderator  was  sworn  by  the  town  clerk. 

The  moderator  appointed  as  tellers,  F.  J.  Piper  and 
G.  E.  Gates 

The  tellers  were  sworn  by  the  moderator. 

Article  2.  To  choose  all  necessary  town  officers  and 
committees  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Voted  and  chose  George  A.  Wilder  for  town  clerk.  The 
town  clerk  was  sworn  by  the  moderator. 

Voted  that  articles  2  to  44  be  laid  on  the  table  pending 
action  on  article  45. 

Article  45.  By  request.  To  vote  to  diminish  the  num- 
ber of  the  school  committee  to  three  persons,  by  electing  only 
one  member  each  year  for  three  years.

The  committee  to  receive  proposals  for  the  collection  of 
taxes  reported  one  bid  received,  that  of  C.  L.  Webster,  who 
proposed  to  collect  for  one  and  one-fourth  p«r  cent. 

Voted  to  accept  the  report  of  the  committee. 

Voted  and  elected  Clarence  I*.  Webster  for  tax  collector. 

At  this  point  the  school  committee,  highway  surveyors 
and  tax  collector  were  sworn  by  the  moderator. 

Voted  and  elected  for  auditors  Timothy  E.  Flarity,  Carl

Voted  and  elected  for  sexton  James  L-  Farrar. 

Voted  and  elected  for  trustee  of  the  Public  Library  for 
three  years,  Rev.  Alfred  L-  Struthers.

Voted  and  elected  Everett  W.  Seaver  for  cemetery  com- 
missioner for  three  years.

At.    12.15  it  was  voted  to  take  a  recess  until  1.30. 

Meeting  was  called  to  order  at  1.30. 

Article  3.  To  raise  and  appropriate  money  for  the- 
several  departments  of  the  town,  viz  :  taxes  and  licenses, 
general  government,  protection  of  life  and  property,  health 
and  sanitation,  highways  and  bridges,  charities,  education, 
public  library,  recreation,  soldiers'  benefits,  interest,  town 
debt,  and  unclassified  items. 

Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  money  for  the  several  de- 
partments of  the  town  as  follows  : 

Mr.  E.  W.  Seaver,  for  the  committee  appointed  to  revise 
t'xi  Budget,  made  a  partial  report,  and  recommended  that 
a  ;  a  jpropriations  for  each  department  be  made  in  one  lump

sum,  rather  than  making  an  appropriation  for  subdivisions 
of  departments  as  heretofore. 

Voted  to  accept  the  report  and  the  recommendation. 

The  moderator  ruled,  there  being  no  objection  raised, 
that  the  appropriations  be  expended  under  the  direction  of 
the  departments  asking  for  the  appropriations. 

Mr.  K.  W.  Seaver,  for  the  committee  appointed  to  revise 
the  Budget,  made  the  following  report:  . 

"We  recommend  that  in  voting  for  the  budget,  the  total 
amount  for  each  department  as  made  up  by  the  selectmen, 
subject  to  revision  by  the  voters,  be  voted  for  in  one  sum  in- 
stead of  item  by  item  as  in  the  past,  to  the  end  that  each  de- 
partment as  a  whole  may  show  the  exact  cost  of  running  it, 
and  also  the  amount  of  the  unexpended  balance,  or  the  defi- 
cit as  the  case  may  be,  thus  avoiding  misleading  transfers. 

All  special  appropriations  for  specific  purposes  to  be 
kept  in  an  account  by  themselves  separate  from  every  other 
account,  and  not  closed  until  the  purpose  for  which  the  ap- 
propriation was  made  has  been  accomplished." 

Voted  to  accept  the  report  and  the  recommendation.

Owing  to  errors  in  compilation,  it  was  voted  that  the 
printed  report  be  referred  to  the  town  clerk  and  auditors, 
and  a  corrected  copy  made  and  placed  on  file. 

Article  7.  To  choose  an  agent  or  agents  to  prosecute 
and  defend  all  suits  in  behalf  of  the  town,  with  power  to  em- 
ploy counsel. 

Voted  that  the  selectmen  be  the  agents  of  the  town  to 
prosecute  and  defend  all  suits  in  behalf  of  the  town,  with, 
power  to  employ  counsel. 

Article  8.  To  decide  whether  the  money  refunded  to  the 
town  on  account  of  dog  licenses  shall  be  used  for  the  public 
library  or  for  schools.

for  1917.

Lot ;  and  of  Lot  No.  6,  south  side  of  Cross  Avenue,  known 
as  the  Edwin  A.  Larkin  Lot,  all  in  the  Center  cemetery.

To  accept  Chapter  293,  General 
Acts  1916,  entitled,  "An  act  to  authorize  the  licensing  by 
cities  and  towns  of  motor  vehicles  carrying  passengers  for 
hire,"  to  take  effect  in  towns  upon  its  acceptance  by  the 
voters  at  any  duly  called  town  meetings,  and  in  cities  upon 
its  acceptance  by  the  city  council. 

Voted  to  pass  the  article. 

Article  42.  To  accept  Chapter  59,  General  Acts,  1916, 
(amending  Chapter  284,  Section  1,  General  Acts,  1915)  en- 
titled "An  act  relative  to  the  holding  of  annual  town  meet- 
ings," to  take  effect  upon  acceptance  of  the  act  by  any  town.

Article  44.  To  accept  Chapter  240,  (Section  1)  General 
Acts  of  1916,  entitled,  "An  act  relative  to  the  hours  of  labor 
of  public  employees  and  persons  employed  on  public  works"" 
to  take  effect  in  any  town  upon  acceptance  by  the  voters  at 
any  annual  meeting,  or  at  a  special  meeting  called  for  the 
purpose. 

Voted  to  pass  the  article. 
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Article  46.  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$200  00  for  the  purpose  of  repairing  the  bridges  on  the  North 
Road. 

Article  48.  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$125.00  for  shingling  and  making  minor  repairs  at  the  Har- 
bor school  house. 

The  following  letter  and  resolution  was  read  by  the 
Moderator  :

We  enclose  you  a  form  of  resolution  which  we  urge  that 
you  adopt  at  your  coming  Town  Meeting,  and  forward  to  the 
President  of  the  United  States.

Whereas  the  German  Imperial  Government  has,  as  the

States  has  severed  diplomatic  relations  with  Germany, 

"Be  it  resolved  by  the  Citizens  of  Townsend,  Massachu- 
setts, in  Town  Meeting  assembled  this  Fifth  day  of  March, 
A.  D.,  1917. 

First  That  they  commend  the  President  for  his  uncom- 
promising stand  in  severing  diplomatic  relations. 

Second  That  they  rely  upon  the  President  to  protect 
American  citizens  and  American  ships  in  their  acknowledged 
rights  on  the  high  seas. 

Third  That  they  urge  upon  the  President  the  necessity 
of  making  immediate  preparations  against  the  contingencies 
of  war. 

Fourth  That  while  they  desire  peace,  they  desire  peace 
only  with  honor,  and  call  upon  the  President  to  regain  at 
this  time  the  honor  of  the  American  people." 

Voted  unanimously  to  adopt  the  resolutions  as  read. 
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Article  49  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$200.00  toward  defraying  the  expense  of  installing  a  card 
catalogue  for  the  Public  Library. 

Voted  that  all  town  officers  having  charge  of  the  ex- 
penditure of  any  appropriation  be  and  hereby  are  instructed 
to  conform  strictly  to  Section  5  of  our  town  by-laws. 
Meeting  was  dissolved  at  5.10.

Pursuant  to  Warrant,  the  voters  and  other  inhabitants 
of  the  Town  of  Townsend  qualified  to  vote  in  Elections  and 
in  Town  Affairs  met  in  the  Banquet  Room  of  Memorial  Hall 
Building,  on  the  above  date. 

The  meeting  in  Town  Affairs  was  called  to  order  at  3 
o'clock  P.  M.  by  the  Town  Clerk,  who  read  the  articles  of 
the  Warrant. 

Action  under  the  Warrant  was  taken  as  follows  : — 

Article  1.  Voted  and  chose  Albert  J.  Atwood  as  Mod- 
erator. 

The  Moderator  was  sworn  by  the  Town  Clerk. 

Art.  2.  On  motion  of  William  W.  Copeland  ;  Voted 
"That  the  town  appropriate  the  sum  of  thirty-nine  hundred 
dollars  ($3900)  for  the  construction  of  permanent  road  under 
specifications  approved  by  the  Massachusetts  Highway  Com- 
mission, to  be  expended  under  the  direction  of  the  Massachu- 
setts Highway  Commission  and  the  Selectmen,  and  that 
there  be  raised  in  the  levy  of  the  current  year  the  sum  of 
three  hundred  dollars  ($300),  and  that  the  Treasurer,  with 
the  approval  of  the  Selectmen,  be  authorized  to  borrow  a 
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sum  not  to  exceed  thirty-six  hundred  dollars  ($3600)  ;  and 
to  issue  notes  of  the  town  therefor,  said  notes  to  be  payable 
thirty-one  hundred  dollars  ($3100)  in  not  more  than  one  year 
from  the  date  of  issue  and  five  hundred  dollars  ($500)  in  not 
more  than  two  years  from  the  date  of  issue,  or  at  such  earlier 
dates  as  the  Treasurer  and  Selectmen  may  determine  It  is 
also  voted  that  any  sum  received  from  the  State  and  County 
for  reimbursements  on  account  of  said  road  construction 
shall  be  applied  to  the  debt  authorized." 

(Note  :  Only  two  votes  were  cast  in  the  negative  )

The  motion  was  declared  carried  by  a  vote  of  24  for  and 
22  against. 

Article  4.  By  request  of  the  Auditors.  To  instruct  the 
town  officers  in  regard  to  making  transfers  of  appropriations, 
or  take  any  action  relating  to  the  same. 

Voted  to  pass  the  article. 

Article  5.  By  request.  To  raise  or  borrow  and  appro- 
priate a  sum  of  money  to  purchase  a  chemical  engine  for  fire 
protection  at  Townsend  Harbor,  or  act  in  any  way  in  rela- 
tion thereto. 

Voted  to  take  up  article  6. 

Article  6.  To  choose  committees  and  hear  reports  of 
committees. 

Article  6.  Mr.  A.  C.  Josselyn,  for  the  committee  read 
the  following  report : 

Your  committee,  appointed  to  ascertain  the  advisability 
of  moving  the  Engine  House  at  Townsend  Harbor  to  a  more 
suitable  location,  submits  the  following  report :    We  do  not 
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deem  it  advisable  to  move  the  Engine  House  at  Townsend 
Harbor.

Mr.  A.  C.  Josselyn,  for  the  committee  read  the  following 
report : 

To  the  Town  of  Townsend  : 

Your  committee,  which  was  appointed  at  the  annual 
town  meeting  to  investigate  and  report  on  the  matter  of  pur- 
chasing a  Chemical  Engine  for  fire  protection  at  Townsend 
Harbor,  beg  leave  to  submit  the  following  report ; 

A  public  meeting  was  held  Thursday  Evening,  March  22, 
for  the  purpose  of  discussing  the  question  of  fire  protection. 

The  property  owners  were  present,  and  were  of  the 
opinion  that  the  fire  protection  is  inadequate,  and  were 
unanimously  in  favor  of  purchasing  the  No.  73  Chemical 
Fire  Engine  which  is  manufactured  b}'  the  American 
LaFrance  Fire  Engine  Co.  of  Elmira,  N.  Y.  at  a  cost  of 
$850.00 

This  chemical  engine  is  a  two  wheel  machine,  equipped 
with  two  35  gallon  copper  tanks,  and  100  feet  of  hose.  The 
chemical  may  be  drawn  by  hand,  horse  or  auto. 

Your  committee  has  investigated  the  matter  and  found 
urgent  need  of  better  fire  protection  at  Townsend  Harbor, 
and  to  meet  this  need  they  urgently  recommend  the  purchase 
of  this  engine.

A  verbal  minority  report  was  presented  by  the  other 
member  of  the  committee,  Chief,  F.  J.  Piper,  who  recom- 
mended equipping  Townsend  Harbor  with  sufficient  hose  to 
reach  the  leather  board  mill. 
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Voted  to  take  up  article  5. 

Article  5.  Moved  by  A.  C.  Josselyn  ;  "That  the  sum 
$850.00  be  raised  and  appropriated  for  the  purchase  of  a 
chemical  fire  eugine  for  use  at  Townsend  Harbor,  the  money 
to  be  expended  under  the  direction  of  the  board  of  engineers 
and  the  investigating  committee  chosen  at  the  annual  town 
meeting." 

Amendment  voted  that  the  apparatus  purchased  should 
be  "motor  driven." 

The  original  motion  as  amended  was  then  taken  up,  and 
voted  that  it  be  referred  back  to  the  committee  previously 
appointed  to  have  this  matter  in  charge,  and  that  they  be 
empowered  to  prepare  and  present  a  new  motion  covering 
the  points  at  issue. 

The  committee  reported  and  presented  the  follow  substi- 
tute motion. 

"That  we  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $500.00  for 
the  purchase  of  a  Ford  Motor  Truck  to  be  used  in  the  Fire 
Department  located  at  Townsend  Harbor,  same  to  be  ex- 
pended under  direction  of  board  of  engineers  and  committee 
at  Harbor." 

The  substitute  motion  was  voted,  nearly  unanimous. 
The  meeting  in  Town  Affairs  was  dissolved  at  4.55 
o'clock.

SCHOOL  REPORT 


Members  of  the  School  Committee  of  Townsend  : 

I  submit  my  sixth  annual  report  which  is  the  twenty- 
fifth  report  made  by  district  superintendents. 

Educational  Readjustment 

Doubtless  educational  aims  will  be  modified  by  the  world 
readjustment  which  must  surely  take  place,  yes,  is  even  now 
taking  place.  For  if  the  world  is  to  be  made  safe  for  democ- 
racy and  democracy  be  made  safe  for  the  world  the  public 
school  has  its  task,  not  only  to  start  aright  the  youth  who 
are  now  in  our  midst,  but  to  do  the  task  so  well  that  the 
strangers,  who  will  come  to  our  shores,  may  see  that  the 
teachings  of  democracy  have  been  of  value.  In  order  that 
we  may  better  understand  our  position,  I  shall  make  a  brief 
survey  of  the  work  of  the  past  five  years,  and  from  the  find- 
ings outline  what  would  seem  to  be  our  legitimate  task  for 
the  years  which  are  to  follow. 

Survey  of  the  Work 

The  school  work  of  Townsend  for  the  past  few  years  has 
varied  from  time  to  time  depending  upon  whether  or  not 
there  has  been  change  of  teachers,  visitation  of  epidemics,  or 
other  interruption,  but  as  a  whole  the  work  has  been  uni- 
formly satisfactory. 

The  school  committee  five  years  ago  were  faced  with 
several  distinct  problems,  chief  among  which  were  (1)  un- 
satisfactory and  inadequate  school  accommodations  at  West 
Townsend  and  the  Center  and  (2)  a  need  of  water  for  these 
school  buildings. 

The  committee,  trying  to  conduct  a  campaign  of  cooper- 
ation and  education,  held  public  meetings  at  West  Townsend 
at  which  questions  of  school  buildings  and  school  hygiene  and 
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sanitation  were  discussed.  The  school  committee  studied 
conditions  and  recommended  the  erection  of  a  new  building 
at  West  Townsend  where  play  grounds  and  water  might  be 
obtained.  This  plan  was  not  accepted  by  the  town.  Later 
the  plan  to  remodel  and  enlarge  the  Seminary  Building  at 
West  Townsend  was  accepted,  and  while  the  original  aims 
of  the  committee  are  not  realized,  the  building  serves  the 
children  better  than  any  other  one  in  town. 

Water  Problem 

At  a  date  prior  to  the  March  town  meeting  of  1912,  analy- 
ses of  water  from  the  wells  at  Townsend  and  West  Townsend 
showed  that  the  water  was  contaminated  to  such  an  extent 
as  to  render  it  unfit  for  drinking.  Accordingly  the  use  of 
these  wells  for  drinking  purposes  was  discontinued  and 
water  at  West  Townsend  was  procured  from  some  local  sup- 
ply while  at  the  Center,  Pepperell  Spring  Water  was  pur- 
chased. While  this  solves  the  immediate  problem  of  procur- 
ing water  for  drinking,  it  is  not  a  satisfactory  plan. 

At  the  March  town  meeting  of  1912  the  sum  of  $1000.00 
was  raised  and  appropriated  for  the  purpose  of  procuring  a 
water  supply  for  the  Center  building.  When  your  superin- 
tendent took  up  his  duties  after  the  middle  of  the  following 
August  no  action  had  been  taken  toward  the  procuring  of 
this  supply.  During  the  summer  of  1913  the  Water  Com- 
mittee hired  Engineer  Thorpe  to  make  a  survey  of  the  local- 
ity, the  center  of  which  is  the  school  building  at  Townsend. 

Various  plans  were  suggested  such  as  drilling  into  the 
ledge  at  the  bottom  of  the  old  well,  the  installing  of  a  cistern 
to  contain  water  which  might  be  collected  from  the  roof  of  the 
school  building,  and  the  locating  of  a  new  well  on  the  point 
of  land  between  the  Eddy  and  the  Squanicook  River  or  on 
the  land  of  W.  D.  Farrar  across  the  river.  It  was  also  sug- 
gested that  water,  free  from  contamination,  might  be  obtain- 
ed by  drilling  a  well  at  some  point  in  the  sprout  land  across 
the  Taylor  brook  near  School  Street  extension.  Nothing  was 
done  until  1914  when  the  old  well  was  lowered  59  feet  by 
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Baker  Brothers  of  Pepperell.  The  water  was  analyzed  by  the 
Massachusetts  and  New  Hampshire  State  Health  Depart- 
ments, and  the  reports  from  each  department  showed  that 
the  water  was  bad,  and  our  state  department  orderd  the  well 
closed.  This  order  was  carried  out.  In  1915  the  Water  Com- 
mittee consulted  with  the  State  Health  Department  as  to  the 
advisability  of  installing  a  large  cistern  to  contain  water 
which  might  be  collected  from  the  roof  of  the  building.  The 
department  discouraged  this  procedure  saying  that  while  it 
might  prove  to  be  satisfactory  in  isolated  instances,  they 
would  not  recommend  it.  The  Water  Committee  then  tried 
to  obtain  terms  upon  which  water  could  be  procured  from 
the  B.  &  A.  D.  Fessenden  Co.  water  system.  In  a  confer- 
ence with  a  member  of  the  firm  it  was  pointed  out  that  we 
might  connect  with  their  water  system  at  any  point  conven- 
ient for  us,  but,  that  they  would  not  agree  in  writing  to  con- 
tinue the  furnishing  of  water  for  any  definite  length  of  time, 
and  that  it  should  be  understood  that  the  right  was  reserved 
to  shut  off  the  supply  at  any  time  they  saw  fit.  A  report 
was  made  to  the  whole  school  committee  and  it  was  decided 
to  find  some  other  source  of  water  supply. 

In  1916  Mr.  A.  S.  Howard  drove  a  well  on  his  land  with 
a  view  to  locating  water  which  might  be  used  for  the  Center 
School.  Water  was  found  and  the  state  sent  an  engineer  to 
make  a  survey  and  take  a  sample.  The  report  came  back 
that  the  water  contained  trace  of  pollution,  and  that  while  it 
might  be  safe  for  a  single  family  to  use,  it  could  not  be  re- 
commended as  a  supply  where  the  amount  used  would  be 
large,  as  in  the  case  of  a  school.  In  1917  it  was  decided  to 
drill  a  well  on  the  land  of  Mr.  Howard  at  a  point  several 
rods  farther  north.  The  contract  was  given  to  Herman 
Bruce  of  Gleasondale  and  water  was  found  at  a  distance  83 
feet  below  the  surface  of  ground.  The  well  was  continued  to 
a  total  depth  of  96  feet.  Of  this  depth  46  feet  was  through 
an  excellent  quality  of  sand  and  50  feet  through  ledge.  This 
water  came  at  once  to  within  10  feet  of  the  surface  and  later 
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to  within  6  feet  8  inches.  The  well  was  subjected  to  two 
thorough  pumpings  with  a  motor  pump,  and  it  was  estimat- 
ed by  a  competent  authority  that  at  the  second  pumping 
more  than  18,000  gallons  were  pumped  off.  Still  it  could  not 
be  lowered  below  14  1-2  feet  from  the  surface. 

A  state  engineer  made  a  survey  and  took  a  second  lot  of 
samples  of  water.  The  following  letter  was  received  late  in 
December  : 

December  20,  1917. 

To  Mr.  H.  C.  Knight, 

Superintendent  of  Schools 
Townsend,  Mass. 

Dear  Sir  : 

In  response  to  your  request  for  an  examination  of  the 
water  of  a  new  well  which  it  is  proposed  to  use  for  the  water 
supply  of  the  Center  School,  the  State  Department  of  Health 
has  caused  the  well  and  its  surroundings  to  be  examined  and 
a  sample  of  the  water  to  be  analyzed. 

•  The  new  well  is  located  in  an  unpopulated  region  north- 
west of  the  village,  and,  according  to  the  information  sub- 
mitted, it  has  been  sunk  to  a  depth  of  96  feet,  the  lower  50 
feet  of  which  were  in  rock. 

The  results  of  the  analyses  show  that  the  water  is  quite 
hard  and  is  affected  by  the  presence  of  an  excessive  amount 
of  iron,  which  will  render  it  objectionable  for  drinking. 

Under  the  circumstances,  the  Department  is  unable  to 
recommend  its  use  for  the  water  supply  of  the  Center  School.

While  nearly  eight  hundred  of  the  one  thousand  dollars 
has  been  spent  the  water  question  is  still  an  unsolved  prob- 
lem. The  school  committee  think  that  they  have  made  hon- 
est and  earnest  effort  to  solve  this  important  problem,  but 
that  the  results  are  discouraging. 
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General  Achievements 

During  these  five  years,  new  basal  reading  texts  have 
been  introduced  with  much  supplementary  material  in  read- 
ing. New  language  books  for  the  lower  grades,  histories 
and  geographies  as  well  as  many  new  texts  in  the  high 
school.  At  the  Center  and  at  West  Townsend  the  teachers 
and  scholars  have  purchased  victrolas  and  records  so  that 
equipment  of  this  sort  to  the  value  of  more  than  one  hundred 
and  twenty-five  dollars  has  been  given  the  schools.  The 
buildings  at  the  Center  and  West  have  been  wired  for  elec- 
tric lights,  and  telephones  have  been  installed.  A  telephone 
will  be  installed  later  at  the  Harbor  School.  Manual  train- 
ing has  been  introduced  during  this  time,  and  good  work 
has  been  done  at  the  Harbor  School  where  many  small  re- 
pairs have  been  made  by  boys  of  the  school,  and  a  well 
house  was  planned,  built  and  painted  by  the  boys.  At  the 
West  good  work  was  done  by  the  boys  who  laid  nearly  500 
square  feet  of  cement  flooring,  beside  doing  other  work. 
Many  small  repairs  were  done  at  the  Center.  Because  of  the 
urgent  demand  for  work  in  school  gardening  the  manual 
training  has  been  temporarily  suspended. 

Interest  in  Gardening 
During  the  spring  of  1913  garden  seeds  from  the  State 
College  Extension  Department  were  distributed  among  the 
scholars,  and  in  the  fall  the  pupils  exhibited  their  products 
with  the  Grange.  Since  then  the  interest  has  increased  to 
the  extent  that  the  lower  town  hall  is  necessary  to  hold  the 
children's  exhibits.  A  more  detailed  account  will  be  given 
as  a  special  report. 

Parent-Teacher  Association 
During  the  spring  of  1915  several  meetings  were  held  by 
state  officers  of  the  Parent-Teacher  Association,  and  in  June 
an  association  was  formed  here  in  Townsend.  This  associa- 
tion has  great  oppotunities  and  should  be  a  force  for  much 
good  in  the  years  to  come.   Through  its  backing,  the  Junior 
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Chautauqua  comes  to  Townsend  during  the  present  winter 
season,  thus  augmenting  in  a  particularly  practical  way 
various  phases  of  school  work,  such  as  the  teaching  of 
citizenship  and  the  supervision  of  the  playground  activities. 

Red  Cross  Nurse 

A  need  of  the  public  schools  is  a  nurse.  During  the 
fall  we  were'assured  by  the  Public  Health  Council  of  Ayer 
that  since  Townsend  is  included  in  the  list  of  towns  which 
make  up  the  health  zone  of  the  cantonment  at  Ayer,  that  if 
we  would  accept  it,  the  service  of  a  nurse  would  be  furnished 
to  the  town  without  charge.  Since  the  Christmas  vacation, 
Miss  Florence  Dickinson,  a  Red  Cross  nurse,  has  been  at 
work  in  the  schools. 

School  Lunches 

Closely  connected  with  the  health  of  pupils  is  the  lunch 
question.  In  order  that  children  at  the  Center  Schools 
might  have  something  warm  with  their  lunches,  the  Monday 
Club  gave  equipment  including  a  three-burner  oil  stove, 
cups,  kettles  and  other  necessary  utensils.  This  winter  the 
high  school  girls  are  preparing  hot  cocoa  which  may  be 
served  to  all  the  scholars  who  remain  at  the  school  for  lunch. 
At  the  Harbor  School  cocoa  has  been  served  also,  under  the 
management  of  Mrs.  Bray.  This  is  a  genuine  boon  to  the 
pupils  who  are  transported.  I  can  conceive  of  no  work  that 
is  more  helpful  than  this. 

Summary  of  the  Survey 

While  it  is  impossible  to  mention  in  detail  all  that  would 
be  of  interest  in  a  survey  of  this  sort,  I  believe  that  one  fact* 
should  be  made  clear,  viz  ;  that  there  is  surely  developing 
throughout  the  town,  a  universal  and  constructive  interest 
in  the  work  of  the  schools.  This  is  shown  by  the  interest 
taken  in  the  schools  by  individuals,  and  by  organization,  as 
the  Grange,  the  Parent-Teacher  Association,  the  Country 
Club,  the  Monday  Club  and  others.    With  this  growing  in- 
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terest  the  question  of  school  support  is  a  less  difficult  one 
than  it  would  be  otherwise. 

What  We  Need  to  Work  For 
In  the  opening  paragraphs  of  this  report,  I  spoke  of 
the  readjustment  that  is  taking  place  and  will  continue  to 
take  place  for  some  time  to  come.  In  ordinary  civil  life  we 
are  continually  facing  new  and  radically  different  situations 
which  demand  that  we  make  sacrifices  and  denials,  and  this 
is  being  done  by  the  body  politic  with  marvelously  ready 
acquiesence.  In  our  schools  we  need  for  a  time  that  same 
ready  acquiesence,  not  to  the  point  of  subservience  but  to  the 
point  of  ready  obedience  without  grumbling.  In  the  graded 
schools,  compulsory  school  attendance  solves  the  problem  to 
a  large  extent,  but  when  pupils  continue  school  beyond  this 
age  limit  as  it  is  highly  desirable  that  they  should,  the  re- 
sponsibility then  becomes  manifold,  resting  (1)  on  the 
school  superintendent  and  committee  to  the  extent  that 
school  courses,  equipment  and  teachers  should  be  recom- 
mended for  the  benefit  of  our  boys  and  girls  ;  (2)  on  the 
public  to  the  extent  that  funds  should  be  provided  to  fulfill 
these  recommendations  ;  (3)  on  the  teachers  who  should  aim 
to  grasp  the  need  of  this  vital  principle  in  education  that 
any  boy  or  girl  becomes  a  better  student,  and  hence  a  more 
useful  citizen  if  he  is  to  be,  yes,  is  now,  a  contributor  as  well 
as  a  consumer  ;  (4)  on  the  parents  who  should  help  the  child 
to  see  that  all  school  work  cannot  be  sugar-coated,  who 
should  point  out  the  danger  of  yielding  to  the  temptation  of 
the  lure  of  the  mill,  in  case  the  child  is  falling  behind  in  his 
work  ;  (5)  on  the  child  himself,  and  here  the  boy  or  girl  has 
#a  chance  to  play  quite  as  patriotic  a  part  by  attending 
school,  preparing  himself  for  the  work  of  coming  years  as 
has  any  other  servant  of  his  country.  True  it  is  apparently 
a  prosaic  and  common  place  service,  but  it  is  equally  true 
that  those  who  will  earn  the  shoulder  straps  in  the  great 
army  of  civil  workers  will  be  the  ones  who  have  kept  their 
bodies  strong,  their  brains  clear,  and  their  minds  keen. 
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To  say  that  it  is  up  to  school  officials  or  teachers  or 
public  or  home  or  boy  and  girl  is  to  rest  responsibility  at 
one  point,  that  should  be  shared  by  all. 

Schools  and  Taxes 

The  regular  school  expense  for  1917  was  the  largest  in 
the  history  of  the  town.  The  town  appropriated  $11,785  for 
the  regular  work  of  the  schools,  $125  for  special  repairs  at 
Townsend  Harbor  and  $850  for  the  over-draught  at  West 
Townsend,  making  a  total  of  $12,760.  The  total  tax  levy 
for  the  town  was  $31,063.53.  This  year's  appropriation  is 
considerably  larger  than  that  of  other  years.  So  is  every 
other  expense.  A  department  which  deals  directly  with 
market  conditions,  affecting  cost  of  labor,  supplies  and 
fuel  must  face  an  increase  of  cost. 

We  were  fortunate  in  our  receipts  which  included  larger 
amounts  for  tuition  than  ordinarily  received.  Because  of 
this  we  did  not  have  to  call  an  extra  town  meeting  to  raise 
money  to  meet  the  expense  incurred  by  carrying  out  orders 
for  fire  protection  issued  by  the  State  Police  Inspection  de- 
partment. Bills  for  work  and  materials  to  the  amount  of 
$469.22  were  paid,  and  still  there  is  a  fire  alarm  system  to  be 
installed. 

Teachers'  Salaries 

The  school  committee  aims  to  keep  the  school  expense 
reduced  as  much  as  possible,  but  it  realizes  that  atone  point 
it  should  not  practice  too  rigid  economy.  This  is  when  the 
salary  of  teachers  is  concerned.  Board  and  other  living  ex- 
pense has  increased,  and  neighboring  towns  and  cities  have 
already  made  increases  since  the  beginning  of  the  school 
year  in  September.  It  will  be  necessary  to  meet  the  general 
rise  in  living  conditions  by  salary  increases,  even  though 
they  be  small. 

Recommendations 

In  addition  to  the  regular  appropriation  for  school  pur- 
poses, I  recommend  that  a  sum  be  raised  and  appropriated 
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£or  ths  painting  of  the  Center  building  on  the  outside  and  for 
tinting  the  walls  on  the  inside. 

Following  the  customs  of  towns  having  eight  grades  of 
elementary  work,  I  recommend  that  the  entrance  age  be 
raised  from  five  and  one  half  to  six  years.  This  would  effect 
those  children  wTho-se  birthdays  come  from  September  to 
March  1st.  Now  those  who  are  five  and  a  half  later  than 
Maxell  first  are  unable  to  enter  before  they  are  six. 

I  recommend  that  the  sum  of  $150  be  appropriated  for 
garden  supervision.  Should  the  appropriation  be  made,  the 
State  will  allow  two  dollars  for  every  one  expended  for  this 
kind  of  work.  The  interest  in  gardening  shown  last  year  by  - 
the  children,  in  my  opinion,  would  justify  the  appropriation 
of  even  a  larger  sum. 

Acknowledgments 

In  conclusion  I  thank  the  earnest,  faithful  workers  who 
have  contributed  to  the  success  of  the  year's  work.  To  the 
public  for  its  interest  and  generos^,  and  'to  the  committee 
lor  its  helpful  attitude  acknowledgment  is  made.

This  year  absences  have  been  carefully  investigated,  re- 
sulting in  the  finding  of  many  cases  of  truancy  which  pre- 
viously have  escaped  our  attention.  For  example,  we  found 
one  child  had  been  absent  23%  of  the  first  term,  his  absence 
as  a  rule  being  one  half  day  at  a  time.  Upon  investigation 
we  found  that  the  child  had  been  kept  home  to  work  for  the 
greater  part  of  the  time,  also  that  the  child  had  played 
truant.

The  courses  of  study  and  the  daily  program  of  work 
have  been  somewhat  changed.  These  changes  affect  the 
present  Freshman  Class  and  the  future  entering  classes,  but 
the  three  upper  classes  will  complete  their  course  under  the 
former  conditions.  One  change  consists  of  the  introduction 
of  simpler  mathematics  for  the  first  year  class  and  the  as- 
signment of  Algebra  to  the  second  year  and  Geometry  to  the 
third  year.  Another  change  makes  each  recitation  period 
forty  minutes  long,  and  still  another  allots  five  recitation 
periods  a  week  to  each  study. 

It  is  hoped  that  these  changes  will  accomplish  three 
purposes.  The  first  was  designed  to  suit  the  work  to  the 
ability  of  the  entering  classes,  and  thus  avoid  failures  in 
Mathematics  ;  the  second  and  third  were  designed  to  enable 
pupils  to  do  more  thorough  work,  and  to  meet  the  require- 
ments of  the  State  Board  of  Education,  so  that  our  gradu- 
ates may  enter  the  State  Normal  Schools  on  a  certificate.  If 
our  school  should  secure  the  certificating  privilege,  that 
would  not  mean  that  all  graduates  could  enter  on  certificate, 
but  only  those  who  had  attained  a  certain  specified  rank  in 
their  high  school  work. 

Good  school  spirit  is  shown  in  cooperative  enterprise, 
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examples  of  which  are  the  purchase  of  a  Liberty  Bond  by  the 
school  and  the  preparation  and  liberal  patronage  of  noon 
cocoa. 

The  teachers  are  grateful  for  the  hearty  cooperation  and 
support  of  the  Superintendent  and  School  Committee.

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERVISOR  OF  MUSIC 

Mr.  H.  C.  Knight,  Superintendent  of  Schools : 
Dear  Sir  : 

As  director  of  music  in  the  schools  of  Townsend,  Mass. 
I  herewith  submit  the  following  report : 

The  general  aim  of  education  is  to  train  the  child  to  be- 
come a  capable,  useful,  and  contented  member  of  society. 
The  development  of  a  fine  character  and  of  the  desire  to  be 
of  service  to  humanity  are  the  results  that  lie  uppermost  in 
the  minds  of  the  leaders  of  educational  thought. 

Every  school  subject  is  valued  in  proportion  to  its  con- 
tribution to  these  desirable  ends.  Music,  because  of  its 
powerful  influence  upon  the  very  innermost  recesses  of  our 
subjective  life,  because  of  its  wonderful  stimulating  effect 
upon  our  physical,  mental,  and  spiritual  natures,  and  be- 
cause of  its  well-nigh  universality  of  appeal,  contributes  di- 
rectly to  both  of  these  fundamental  purposes  of  education. 
By  many  advanced  educators  of  the  present  day,  therefore, 
music,  next  to  the  "three  R's,"  is  considered  the  most  im- 
portant subject  in  the  school  curriculum. 

Although  the  beneficent  influences  of  music  study  reach 
out  in  numberless  directions,  it  is  generally  agreed  that  the 
primary  aim  of  music  instruction  in  the  public  schools 
should  be  the  development  of  a  lasting  love  for  the  best  in 
music,  and  an  intelligent  appreciation  of  it.  To  achieve 
these  desirable  results,  our  course  in  mnsic  is  organized 
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under  four  separate  though  closely  related  lines  of  study, 
namely,  Music  Appreciation,  Voice  Culture,  Sight  Singing, 
and  Interpretation.  Our  aim  also  is  to  so  develop  these  sub- 
jects as  to  give  the  pupils  knowledge  and  a  musical  experi- 
ence that  will  be  of  value  to  them,  not  only  during  their 
school  years,  but  in  whatever  walk  of  life  they  choose. 

It  seems  as  though  it  would  be  very  helpful  if  some  way 
could  be  planned  whereby  we  could  have  a  general  assembly 
oftener  than  once  a  year,  especially  at  the  Center  School,, 
where  the  pupils  can  come  together  and  sing  together. 

We  are  glad  to  report  having  been  of  some  service  to 
the  community,  especially  to  our  patriotic  organizations. 

There  never  has  been  a  time  when  our  schools,  our  com-

REPORT  OF  SUPERVISOR  OF  DRAWING 

Mr.  H.  C.  Knight,  Superintendent  of  Schools,  Townsend; 
Dear  Sir; 

Since  the  schools  opened  in  September,  I  have  been  in 
charge  of  the  outlining  and  presentation  of  the  study  of 
drawing  and  feel  that  the  study  is  being  advanced.  I  find 
the  children  willing  and  able  to  do  whatever  I  have  required, 
showing  that  their  training  has  been  good.    I  also  find  the 
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teachers  interested  and  anxious  to  get  good  results  frc  m 
their  pupils.  It  is  true  that  the  teachers  who  take  the  most 
interest  will  hold  the  pupils  to  putting  forth  their  best  efforts 
and  will  find  means  to  stimulate  them.  They  will  see  also 
that  drawing  is  allowed  its  full  share  of  the  pupils'  time. 

Drawing  principles  remain  the  same,  but  methods  of 
teaching  change.  I  believe  in  supplying  a  mctive  for  draw- 
ing. In  all  grades  story-telling  or  illustration  supplies  a 
motive  and  deals  with  people,  as  well  as  inanimate  objects, 
and  people  are  always  interesting.  In  the  upper  grades, 
where  we  feel  that  certain  principles  of  perspective  must  be 
taught,  studying  these  that  they  may  be  used  in  design  in 
the  making  of  covers  and  posters  gives  incentive  to  the 
study. 

Pure  drawing  is  not  our  Only  aim.  We  aim  also  to  teach 
good  taste.  Only  a  few  pupils  really  learn  to  draw  well 
enough  to  have  it  of  actual  economic  value.  We  must  make 
the  most  of  these  for  our  manufactories  will  have  more  de- 
mand than  ever  for  the  artisan  and  artist.  All  of  the  pupils 
have  need  of  a  cultivated  taste.  They  need  to  know  what  is 
beautiful  and  why.  Our  young  people  soon  become  those 
who  are  to  determine  whether  we  shall  have  parks  or  slums, 
libraries  and  art  museums  or  saloons,  beautiful  or  ugly 
towns  and  homes.  Theirs  will  be  the  demand  for  wrorthy  or 
unworthy  material  and  spiritual  objects. 

"Our  field  is  wonderfully  rich.  We  must  keep  the  vision 
of  beauty  for  all,  know  what  we  wish  to  accomplish,  believe 
in  the  teachers  and  children,  and  push  forward,  making  the 
world  a  better  place  to  live  in,  and  gradually  those  wonder- 
ful things  known  as  skill  and  good  taste  will  be  accomplish- 
ed."

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REPORT  OF  AGRICULTURAL  SUPERVISOR 

To  the  Supetintoident  of  Schools  : 

As  Agricultural  Supervisor  of  the  schools  of  Townsend 
I  submit  the  following  report  : 

Boys  and  Girls'  club  work  had  its  origin  in  the  South, 
where  Canning,  Corn,  Pig  and  Poultry  Clubs  were  organized. 

From  the  first  these  clubs  became  popular  and  the  move- 
ment spiead  rapidly  through  the  country.  In  this  state 
Boys  and  Girls'  Clubs  are  efficiently  organized  under  the  di- 
rection of  the  Massachusetts  Agricultural  College  and  the 
County  Farm  Bureaus  with  the  United  States  Department  of 
Agriculture  cooperating. 

My  work  with  the  Boys  and  Girls  Clubs  here  in  Town- 
send,  began  early  in  May  when  garden,  pig,  poultry  and 
canning  clubs  were  organized. 

Great  interest  was.shown  this  year  in  gardening  by  both 
boys  and  girls,  there  were  120  members  in  the  local  and  14 
in  the  state  club.  The  garden  varied  in  size  from  one  hunT 
dred  square  feet  to  three-fourths  of  an  acre.  Owing  to  the 
fact  that  the  gardens  were  so  widely  scattered  I  found  it  im- 
possible to  make  as  many  visits  as  I  had  intended. 

During  the  hot  and  dry  weather  in  July  many  of  the  gar- 
dens suffered  from  drought  which  discouraged  some  of  the 
club  members.  Those  who  gave  their  gardens  thorough 
cultivation  at  this  time,  keeping  them  free  from  weeds,  were 
able  to  save  their  crops,  which  made  a  creditable  showing 
later  in  the  season. 

Late  in  August  I  visited  all  gardens  giving  them  a  final 
grade  based  on  their^merits  of  culture.  Out  of  the  120  gar- 
dens I  found  52  having  a  grade  of  85  or  over.  A  week  later 
Mr.  R.  M.  Upton  of  the  Middlesex  County  Farm  Bureau 
judged  these  52  gardens  and  awarded  the  $30,  in  prizes 
given  by  the  Townsend  Grange. 

This  year  a  beginning  was  made  with  both  poultry  and 
pigs.    There  were  eight  members  in  the  local  pig  club,  five  of 
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these  being  enrolled  in  the  state  club.  There  were  fifteen 
members  in  the  poultry  club.  It  is  hoped  that  greater  in- 
terest in  both  poultry  and  pigs  will  be  shown  the  coming  year. 

The  canning  club  the  past  year  had  for  its  leader,  Mrs. 
Galen  Proctor,  being  ably  assisted  in  this  work  by  Miss 
Hester  Burdette.  Both  ladies  volunteered  their  services  and 
much  credit  is  due  them  for  the  splendid  work  done  by  the 
members  of  the  club.  The  membership  of  the  canning  club 
was  twenty-eight,  twenty  of  these  being  also  enrolled  in  the 
state  club.  During  the  summer  Miss  Alma  G.  Halbower,  of 
the  Middlesex  Farm  Bureau  gave  several  lectures  and  four 
demonstrations  on  canning  and  home  economics. 

The  School  Fair  was  held  in  Memorial  Hall  on  Octo- 
ber 2nd,  under  the  auspices  of  the  Townsend  Grange.  The 
lower  hall  was  filled  with  a  fine  display  of  vegetables, 
canned  goods,  cooking  and  sewing,  and  in  the  upper  hall 
there  were  coops  for  poultry,  and  outside  pens  for  pigs. 

Ribbons  and  $10  in  cash  was  awarded  by  the  Grange  as 
prizes  for  the  Fair  and  $20  in  prizes  for  school  gardens. 
Others  who  contributed  money  for  prizes  were  Mrs.  F.  W. 
Wood  and  T.  E.  Flarity.  Mr.  James  Wooley  presented  a 
silver  loving  cup  as  a  grand  total  prize.  This  was  won  by 
Miss  Ivillian  Stewart  who  received  prizes  on  vegetables, 
canning,  poultry,  cooking  and  sewing.  The  judges  at  the 
fair  were  Mr.  R.  M.  Upton  and  Miss  Alma  G.  Halbower  of 
the  Middlesex  County  Farm  Bureau  and  Miss  Reece,  domes- 
tic teacher  of  Science  of  Lunenburg. 

In  planing  out  the  work  for  another  year  I  would  make 
the  following  suggestions  : 

First — That  the  clubs  be  organized  early  in  April. 

Second — The  starting  of  seedlings  in  hotbeds  and  cold 
frames,  also  in  flats  in  school  rooms. 

Third — The  establishing  of  demonstrating  gardens  in 
each  village  near  the  schools  where  instruction  can  be  given 
in  preparing  the  soil,  planting  and  cultivation,  etc. 

Fourth — Organizing  of  potato  and  corn  clubs. 
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Fifth — More  attention  should  be  given  to  poultry  and 
pigs. 

I  wish  to  express  my  thanks  and  appreciation  to  all  who 
so  generously  contributed  toward  the  prizes,  these  contribu- 
tions being  largely  responsible  for  the  success  of  the  undertak- 
ing. 

Perhaps  the  public  in  general  does  not  realize  the  good 
that  has  been  accomplished,  but  parents  and  others  who  had 
an  opportunity  to  witness  the  spirit  and  enthusiasm  the 
children  took  hold  of  the  work,  will  agree  with  me  that  the 
movement  was  a  success  and  of  great  benefit  to  the  children.

The  librarian  was  given  $10  under  the  will  of  the  late 
Mrs.  William  A.  Dole  of  Melrose,  "To  spend  for  the  benefit 
of  the  Public  Library,"  Ten  books  were  bought  with  this 
bequest.  Mrs.  Dole's  interest  in  our  library  was  vital,  and 
its  helpfulness  is  thus  continued,  after  her  gracious  presence 
is  no  longer  with  us.    We  are  indebted  to  Howard  Knight 
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for  the  most  beautiful  and  best  edition  of  "  Robinson  Crusoe" 
published,  to  Mr.  John  J.  Piper  for  a  copy  of  "Sylvia  Arden 
Decides,"  to  the  Assistant  Committee  on  Publication  for 
nine  volumes  of  the  "Authorized  Literature  of  the  First 
Church  of  Christ,  Scientist,  in  Boston,  Massachusetts,"  and 
to  unknown  donors  of  numerous  books  and  pamphlets  on  the 
World  War.  The  usual  publications  have  been  received 
from  Washington  and  from  the  Commonwealth  of  Massa- 
chusetts. 

The  Trustees  have  received  from  Miss  Lucy  E.  Shedd  a 
picture  of  her  birthplace.  This  picture  has  an  historic  value 
and  interest  as  the  land  on  which  the  home  was  built  was  deed- 
ed to  Miss  Shedd's  great-great-grandfather  July  31,  1732. 

West  Townsend  and  Townsend  Harbor  have  received 
free  delivery  of  books  each  week,  through  the  splendid  gen- 
erosity of  their  respective  friends  .  Mrs.  Charles  B.  Homer 
maintaining  the  work  at  the  West  Townsend  Reading  Room 
and  Mr.  Huntley  N.  Spaulding  making  possible  the  Harbor 
delivery. 

It  is  gratifying  to  state  that  the  circulation  at  West 
Townsend  has  been  the  largest  since  books  have  been  sent 
there. 

March  17th  the  work  of  installing  the  new  card  catalogue 
was  begun  under  the  efficient  direction  of  an  expert  cata- 
loguer, Miss  Kathleen  A.  Kennedy,  who  was  sent  to  us  by 
the  Free  Public  Library  Commission  of  Massachusetts.  As 
is  already  known  the  town  appropriated  $200  for  this  purpose 
the  Commission  bearing  the  remainder  of  the  expense.  Miss 
Kennedy  was  the  only  paid  worker,  she  received  the  volun- 
tary help  of  seventeen  school  children  and  of  five  adults  who 
removed  labels  and  washed  books — much  credit  is  due  these 
helpers  for  the  diligence  and  earnestness  shown  in  this  civic 
work.  Your  Assistant  Librarian  gave  30,  and  your  Librari- 
an 66  days  work  during  the  13  weeks  while  the  catalogue 
was  being  made. 

The  library  was  open  as  usual  during  these  busy  days 
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our  library  work  not  being  stopped  by  the  the  process, 
though  continued  under  serious  handicap. 

It  seemed  wise  to  your  Trustees  to  withdraw  many  old 
and  unused  books  at  this  time — they  are  safely  stowed  away 
in  the  basement  cupboards — worn  out  books  were  sold,  those 
having  value  being  replaced  by  new  editions.  All 'necessary 
binding  was  also  done,  increasing,  by  considerable,  our 
usual  expense  for  this  work.  Your  librarian  is  now  filling 
her  24th  year  of  service  in  the  Library.  The  card  catalogue 
is  the  biggest  and  best  help  ever  offered  her  during  these 
years  and  she  takes  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  voters  of 
town  whose  generosity  made  it  possible. 

The  citizens  of  the  town  have  contributed  about  100 
books  and  many  magazines  to  the  Y.M.C.A.  at  Camp  Devens 
and  your  librarians  have  given  some  assistance  at  the  Camp 
Library. 

In  July  the  library  was  opened  to  the  Red  Cross  workers 
and  continued  to  be  used  by  them  each  week. 

Work  with  the  schools  has  been  much  the  same  as  in 
other  years,  there  being  pleasant  and  hearty  cooperation  be- 
tween the  schools  and  library. 

The  Trustees  have  voted  to  have  printed  each  year  in 
.the  annual  town  report,  a  list  of  the  books  added  to  the 
library,  thus  keeping  the  families  throughout  the  town  ac- 
quainted with  what  their  library  contains  which  may  be  of 
interest  and  value  to  them. 

The  exigences  of  war  work  has  slightly  lessened  our  cir- 
culation for  the  year,  but  it  has  by  no  means  diminished  our 
citizens,  interest  in  our  library.

I  have  the  honor  of  submitting  the  following  report  for 
the  year  ending  December  31,  1917.

Store,  J.  Temple  &  Sons,  W.  A.  Dole,  D.  A.  Gilmore,  By- 
ron Laws,  and  U.  S.  Adams.  During  the  past  year  a  chemi- 
cal truck  has  been  purchased  and  located  at  Towrsend  Har- 
bor, a  company  of  five  men  have  been  organized  to  man 
same.

BOARD  OF  HEALTH 


On  account  of  a  notice  from  the  District  Health  Officer 
of  the  State,  Dr.  Francis  A.  Finnegan,  that  certain  premises 
on  the  Dudley  roadr  so-called,  were  a  menace  to  the  public 
health  by  reason  of  being  used  as  a  dump  for  rubbish  and 
other  obje etionable  matter,  and  that  some  suitable  place 
should  be  provided  for  that  purpose,  the  Board  of  Health 
have  arrangeed  with  Mr.  William  M.  Lawrence  of  West 
Townsend,  to  use  the  bog  hole  on  his  land  near  said  before- 
mentioned  premises  for  a  Public  Dump  for  a  term  of  ten 
years,  with  no  expense  to  the  town  other  than  keeping  the 
premises  from  becoming  a  nuisance. 

The  public  is  hereby  cautioned  that  only  said  bog  holer 
and  none  of  the  surrounding  land,  may  be  used  for  dumping 
purposes  without  liability  for  trespass. 

By  request  of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools,  and  the  • 
School  Committee,  such  authority  as  the  local  Board  of 
Health  may  legally  have  power  to  grant  has  been  given  to  a 
District  Nurse,  to  allow  her  to  visit  the  homes  of  the  town's 
people  in  the  practice  of  her  profession,  principally  in  the  in- 
terest of  the  school  children.  It  is  understood  that  the 
isurse  is  under  the  direction  of  the  State  Board  of  Health,, 
and  the  Red  Cross,  the  last  named  organization  being  wholly 
esponsible  for  her  expenses,  the  town  being  under  no  finan- 
cial obligation  whatever.

WARRANT  FOR  TOWN  MEETING 


Article  1.  To  choose  a  moderator  to  govern  said  meet- 
ing. 

•  Art.  2.  To  choose  all  necessary  town  officers  and  com- 
mittees for  the  ensuing  year,  including  a  committee  of  three 
citizens  of  West  Townsend  to  have  charge  of  the  income  of  the 
James  N.  Tucker  Cemetery  Fund. 

Art.  3.  To  raise  and  appropriate  money  for  the  several

Debt  and  Unclassified  Items. 

Art.  4.  To  accept  the  printed  reports  of  officers  and 
committees  of  the  town. 

To  choose  a  committee  for  the  suppression  of  vice 
and  to  prosecute  the  illegal  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors. 

Art.  6.  To  vote  "Yes"  or  "No"  on  the  question;  Shall 
licenses  be  granted  for  the  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors  in  this 
town  ?

By  request :  To  raise  and  appropriate  a  sum  of 
money  for  the  purpose  of  procuring  a  Service  Flag  for  use  at 
Memorial  Hall,  showing  the  number  of  men  of  the  town  in 
service  in  the  German  War,  or  act  in  any  way  in  relation 
thereto.

Ella  H.  Ames,  late  of  Fitchburg,  Mass.,  the  sum  of  Fifty  Dol- 
lars, in  trust,  the  income  therefrom  to  be  used  in  the  per- 
petual care  of  lot  No.  13,  Row  2,  in  the  West  cemetery,  known 
as  the  Ella  H.  Ames  lot. 

Art.  21.  By  request  :  To  accept  from  the  estate  of  Sarah 
E.  Hodge,  the  sum  of  One  Hundred  Dollars,  in  trust,  the  in- 
come therefrom  to  be  used  for  the  perpetual  care  of  lot  No. 
5,  Row  5,  in  the  West  cemetery,  known  as  the  Enoch  Kidder 
lot. 

Art.  22.  By  request  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  18 
other  citizens  of  Brookline,  N.  H. :  To  raise  and  appropriate 
a  sum  of  money  to  be  used  for  the  permanent  improvement  of 
the  the  Brookline  road,  so-called,  in  this  town,  or  act  in  any 
way  in  relation  thereto. 

Art.  23.  By  request:  To  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  $150.00  to  be  used  for  the  improvement  of  the  addition  to 
the  West  cemetery,  or  act  in  any  way  in  relation  thereto. 

Art.  24.  To  vote  to  take  a  new  general  valuation  this 
year,  and  appropriate  money  therefor,  or  act  in  any  way  in 
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relation  thereto. 

'Art.  25.  To  accept  Chapter  23,  General  Acts  of  1917,  en- 
titled an  Act  to  provide  for  the  licensing  of  coffee  houses,  so- 
called,  to  take  effect  in  any  town  upon  its  acceptance  by  vote 
of  the  town  at  any  annual  town  meeting  or  at  any  special 
meeting  called  for  the  purpose,  and  in  any  city  upon  its  accep- 
tance by  the  city  council  with  the  approval  of  the  mayor.

ARTICLE  I— Town  Meetings 

Section  1.  The  annual  town  meeting,  shall  be  held  on 
the  first  Monday  in  March  in  each  year. 

Sec.  2.  The  financial  year  of  the  town,  for  all  depart- 
ments of  the  town,  shall  commence  on  the  first  day  of  Jan- 
uary, and  end  on  the  thirty-first  day  of  December  of  each 
year.  ;  1 

Sec.  3.  The  annual  report  of  the  town  officers  shall  be 
distributed,  by  mail  or  otherwise,  to  each  resident  voter  and 
fax  payer,  at  least  one  week  before  each  annual  meeting. 

Sec.  4.  No  action  shall  be  had  at  any  town  meeting  on 
the  report  of  any  committee  previously  chosen,  unless  the 
subject-matter  shall  be  specified  in  the  warrant  calling  such 
meeting. 

See;  5.'  ^he  Town  Treasurer  shall  keep  a  complete  set 
of  books  wherein  shall  be  entered  the  amount  of  each  specific 
appropriation  and  the  orders  that  have  been  drawn  against 
it;  shall,  when  any  appropriation  has  been  wholly  expended 
immediately  make  a  report  of  the  fact  to  the  Selectmen  and 
the  head  of  the  department  under  whose  direction  the  work 
for  which  the  appropriation  was  made  is  carried  on;  at.  the 
close  of  each  crder  day.  or  as  soon  thereafter  as  practicable, 
he  shall  send  to  the  Selectmen  and  the  head  of  the  depart- 
ment having  the  disbursement  of  the  appropriation  a  state- 
ment of  the  balance  remaining  subject  to  draft;  he  shall,  in 
his  annual  report,  give  a  detailed  statement  of  all  receipts 
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and  expenditures  of  the  town  for  the  past  financial  year, 
giving  the  amount  of  each  specific  appropriation,  showing 
to  whom  paid,  the  amount  and  the  object  of  the  expenditures 
therefrom,  the  receipts  from  each  source  of  income,  the 
change,  if  any,  in  the  town  debt,  and  shall  include  a  list  of 
all  debts  incurred  and  not  paid,  up  to  and  including  Decem- 
ber 31st  each  year,  showing  to  whom  due,  for  what  due,  and 
the  amounts.  Said  statements  shall  be  arranged,  as  far  as 
practicable,  to  conform  to  the  schedule  of  the  division  of  the 
Municipal  Statistics  of  the  Bureau  of  Statistics  of  the  Com- 
monwealth. - 

ARTICLE  II— Streets 

Section  1.  No  person  shall  pasture  any  cattle,  or  other 
animals,  with  or  without  a  keeper,  in  any  streets  of  the  town. 

Sec.  2.  No  person  shall  tie  or  fasten  any  horse,  cattle, 
or  team  to  any  of  the  trees  planted  or  reserved  for  shade  or 
ornament  in  any  public  highways,  street,  or  public  lands  in 
the  town  or  to  any  structure  put  up  for  the  protection  of 
such  trees ;  or  except  for  necessary  repairs,  drive  into  such 
trees  or  structures  any  nails,  spikes,  hooks  or  staples,  or  affix 
any  signboards  thereto. 

Sec.  3.  No  owner  or  person  for  the  time  having  the 
care  or  use  of  any  horse  or  other  beast  of  burden,  shall  ride, 
drive  or  permit  the  same  to  go  at  a  faster  rate  than  ten  miles 
an  hour  in  any  street  or  public  highway  of  the  town,  except 
in  case  of  sickness,  death,  accident  or  fire. 

Sec.  4.  No  person  shall  place  or  cause  to  be  placed  in 
any  public  street  or  way  of  the  town  any  rubbish,  ashes  or 
garbage,  except  for  the  purpose  of  immediate  removal  there- 
from. ,..  ,  :  . .,  , 

Sec.  5.  No  person  shall  make  any  marks  or  post  any 
bills  upon  any  wall,  fence,  post,  bridge  or  other  structure 
within  the  limits  of  any  street  or  public  highway  in  said 
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town,  without  having  first  obtained  permission  in  writing 
from  the  Selectmen. 

Sec.  6.  No  person  shall  make  any  bonfire  in  any  of  the 
streets,  public  highways  or  public  lands  or  commons  of  the 
town. 

Sec.  7.  No  person  shall  coast,  course  or  slide  down,  in 
or  along  any  of  the  sidewalks,  streets  or  public  ways  of  the 
town,  except  at  such  places  and  under  such  restrictions  and 
regulations  as  the  Selectmen  shall  first  designate  and  specify 
in  writing. 

Sec.  8.  No  person  shall  play  at  ball,  or  throw  ball,  stones, 
sticks  or  other  missiles  within  any  of  the  streets  or  public 
ways  of  the  town;  or  do  the  same  in  any  of  the  public  grounds 
of  the  town  without  permission  of  the  Selectmen  first  obtained 
in  writing,  but  this  section  shall  not  apply  to  any  of  the 
grounds  connected  with  any  of  the  school  buildings  of  said 
town. 

Sec.  9.  No  person  shall  fire  or  discharge  any  gun,  pistol 
or  firearms,  or  set  fire  to  any  material  known  as  fireworks,  or 
throw  any  such  lighted  fireworks,  in,  into  or  across  any 
of  the  public  streets,  public  highways  or  sidewalks  of  the 
town. 

Sec.  10.  Any  person  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of 
the  preceding  sections  of  this  article  shall  be  punished  by  a 
fine  not  exceeding  twenty  dollars  for  each  and  every  offense, 
to  be  recovered  by  complaint  before  any  trial  justice  or  district 
court  in  the  county  of  Middlesex  having  jurisdiction. 

Sec.  11.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Selectmen,  Constables 
and  Police  Officers  to  prosecute  and  any  person  injured  may 
prosecute  any  violations  of  any  of  the  preceding  sections  of 
this  article,  by  complaint  as  hereinbefore  mentioned,  provid- 
ing, however,  that  all  prosecutions  shall  be  commenced  with- 
in one  month  from  the  date  of  such  violation. 
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Sec.  12.  All  penalties  recovered  for  violation  of  any  of 
the  preceding  sections  of  this  article  shall  be  paid  into  the 
treasury  of  the  town,  to  be  applied  to  such  use  as  the  town 
from  time  to  time  shall  direct. 

AETICLE  III 

Section  1.  The  Selectmen  may  license  suitable  persons 
as  junk-collectors,  to  collect,  by  purchase  or  otherwise,  junk, 
old  metals  and  second-hand  articles  from  place  to  place  in 
the  town;  and  they  may  provide  that  such  collectors  shall 
display  badges  upon  their  persons  or  upon  their  vehicles,  or 
upon  both,  when  engaged  in  collecting,  transporting  or  deal- 
ing in  junk,  old  metals,  or  second-hand  articles;  and  may 
prescribe  the  design  thereof.  They  may  also  provide  that  all 
articles  of  merchandise  therein  and  any  place,  vehicle  or 
receptacle  used  for  the  collection  or  keeping  of  the  articles 
aforesaid,  may  be  examined  at  all  times  by  the  Selectmen  or 
by  any  person  by  them  authorized  to  make  such  examination.
